Koran. 
Recalling that he was one of six se n­ 
a tor s who voted against the declaration 
of war with G erm any, the North Dakota 
senator said that some of those who

w hen Pre sid ent Wilson asked for the 
w a r declaration, ie» continued:

W e had tu lake order, 
from the chief executive, an d regard 
less of w he the r we saw honest mis 
ta k e s made or not, no one would la 
allowed to correct them. 
But now you 
say you hate war, and you b elieve in 
peace. 
You know as well as 1 do that 
this covenant will not b e a promoter ot 
lasting peace.”

Asserting that he had done his full 
d u ty d u rin g the war, Mr. G ron n a went 
on to pay a trib ute to the loyalty of 
citizens of foreign b lood, alt hough h* 
said m a n y b ad b elieved that “ we should 
either have entered the w a r at an ear 
her time or else stayed ou t altogether. 
He saiil he wante d to rem ind "elmraet 
assa ssin s” that the success of the 
was not to he att rib ute d to thost 
who spoke longest and loudest. He add 
ed that foreign elements who “artvoe.we 
destruction of gove r n m e n t” or rot us« 
to ob ey the law should b e returne d to 
thei r m othe r countries.
